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A HOARD OF LATE PTOLEMAIC TETRADRACHMS 


Dating from 43 B.C. through 38 B.C., 
these tetradrachms from Paphos represent 
the rule of Cleopatra VII and Ptolemy XIV, 
XV, and XVI. All have as an obverse, the 
usual head of Ptolemy I while the reverse is 
the type of an eagle standing left. Ptolemy 
XIV, brother, joint-ruler, and eventually 
husband of Cleopatra, was murdered by order 
of the queen in 44 B.C. Her son, reputedly 
by Caesar, was more commonly known as 
Caesarion rather than Ptolemy XV. He too 
was made co-ruler with Cleopatra, and in 34 Bim ' i 
B.C. was termed king of kings. Claiming Caesar as his rather i presented a dhireat ie Octavian’s 
imperial ambitions, and he was consequently executed in 30 B.C. 
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A HIMYARITE HOARD OF ARABIA FELIX 


Two types of small denomination silver 
scyphate coins, both minted, according to the 
exergue inscription 44%), at Raidan in South- 
ern Arabia Felix, are included in this hoard. 
One group has been attributed to ‘Amdan 
Bayyin. This issue is noticeably convex when 
compared to its rather flat counterpart struck 
earlier by ‘Amdan Bayyin Yanaf who may 
well be the same person. Although some have 
regarded them as two different kings of 
different eras, it is more likely that they are 
actually the same ruler choosing not to welts 
employ ‘Yanaf on the later issue. Both coinages have penihiee on ihr side of beardless male heads 
of varying size with hair in ringlets. These pieces date probably to the later Ist century A.D. and are 
part of a coinage that was continued by the Himyarites into the 2nd century. 
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Bearing date marks from year 108 to 112 
of the Caesarian era, most of these silver tetra- 
drachms depict the laureate head of Nero 
facing right while two show him to the left. 
All have reverse types of an eagle on a 
thunderbolt with palm branch as an adjunct, 
some with inscriptions. Antioch, capital of 
the province of Syria, was a wealthy city due 
to both its position on the major east-west 
trade route and its abundant production of 
various commodities, especially wine and 
olive oil. Its mint had been in operation since 
at least the era of Antiochus IV, and continued production inder the Roman empire. Nero appears to 
be the first emperor to employ the eagle as a reverse type in coinage minted at Antioch, thus establish- 
ing it as a type frequently copied by his successors.

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ETRUSCAN NUMISMATICS AND METROLOGY 


by William B. Warden Jr., F.R.N.S. 


The coinage of the Etruscans is perhaps the 
greatest indication of their economic and 
trading importance. Although the Etruscans 
did not mint coins until fairly late in their 
development, and although their coins are 
artistically inferior to those of their neigh- 
bors, the Greeks, when their coinage is 
studied with an eye towards metrology, we 
find that the coins indicate both the impor- 
tance of trade to the Etruscans, as well as the 
fact that the Etruscans were not a homogene- 
ous national unit. As we shall see, the Etrus- 
can coinage reflects the individuality and 
originality of the various Etruscan cities. 

For the limited purposes of this article, 
the emphasis has been placed on coins which 
can be specifically atrributed to certain cities. 
This allows us to come up with some conclu- 
sions which, at least, have some references to 
specific places. Unfortunately, the number of 
coins that are specifically linked to certain 
cities is small in relation to the whole of the 
Etruscan coinages. 


ETRUSCAN COIN TYPES 


Cosa — There are no silver or gold coins 

known from this city. There are, however, 

several types of bronze coins known: 

a)! Head of Athena left, wearing Corinth- 
helmet, AZO> /head of bridled horse, 
COZAN, COZANO. 

b)2 Head of Athena right, wearing Corinth- 
ian helmet, COZA/head of bridled 
horse, COZANO, ONAZOC. 

c)3._ Bearded head of Mars wearing Corinth- 
ian helmet/head of bridled horse over 
dolphin, COSAN, ONA2OD. 

These coins, on the average, weigh about six 

grams. Thus they seem to be struck on the 

Roman-Campanian standard.4 This standard 

was used for Roman coins issued from the 

mint of Capua. Since the Romans were also 
concurrently minting bronze coins (aes 
grave) on the Roman-Oscan standard,> 

Roman issues on the Campanian standard are 

limited to silver coins. However, the Etruscan 

mint of Cosa, on adopting the standard for 
their use, used it for the minting of the above 
coins. 


Populonia — 

Gold — There are no gold issues which can 
be attributed with certainty to Populonia. 
Sambon mentions several gold coins which 
have been found only in the Populonia area, 
however, and which therefore may have been 
struck there.© The coins are of the following 


aoe 

a) Unbearded male head, to left or right/ 
blank. 

b)8 Head of young woman, to left or 
right/blank. 


These coins bear the marks of value (50) 
and (25). Sambon notes external influences 
on these coins:

Silver — The silver coins of Populonia are 
numerous. The most common type is the 
facing gorgon with value marks: 

a)10 Head of gorgon facing, with various 
value marks/usually blank, sometimes 
two Caducei, sometimes value marks. 

This type of coin is usually uniface. Marks on 

the reverse are very rare. 

Sambon dates these coins to the third 
century B.C.11 Ducati, on the basis of style, 
would seem to agree with him. According to 
Ducati these coins show a stagnation of style 
(as evidenced by the stereotyping of features: 
fleshed cheeks, slightly waved hair, etc.).!2 

Another distinctive coin type from Popu- 
lonia is the facing head of Hercules: 

b)!3 Facing head of Hercules (sometimes 
bearded) with lion’s skin/blank, or with 
club — value marks: XX, or X. 

The average weight for coins of this type is 
about 8.20 grams. The gorgon type comes in 
different sizes and with different value marks. 
The correspondence is as follows: !4 

1. XX, or X =c. 8.2 grams!9 

2. A =c.4.1 grams!6 

3.1< =c.2 grams!7 
Thus these coins seem to be struck on the 
Euboic-Syracusan standard.}8 The coins 


Weighing approximately four grams are 
drachmae. Those weighing about eight grams 
are didrachmae, and the ones weighing about 
two grams have to be half-drachmae.!9 
Other coin types from Populonia are: 
Cc) Head of Minerva (three-quarter profile), 
value marks: x29 or x-x21/blank or 
with the following legends: 
1)22 Anvyav~r 
2)23 M*ICANVYAVA.. 
3)24 ANI:AVALVNA:LEZ 
The average weight for these coins is about 8 
grams. They are Euboic-Syracusan didrach- 
mae. 
d)25 Female head right (similar to Populonia 
Gold b.)/animal. 
The average weight for this type is about 4 
grams. Thus, they are drachmae struck on 
the Euboic-Syracusan standard. 
e)26 Male head right, value mark: X/blank. 
Average weight is about 4 grams. This coin 
is also a drachma. 
f)27 Male head left, value mark: X/blank. 
This coin is also a drachma. 
Bronze — The bronze coins of Populonia 
are numerous. These following types are 
known: 


a)28 Helmeted head of Athena, two dots 
in field/inscription: two stars and a 
crescent or an owl without inscrip- 
tion. 

These coins weigh, on the average, between 

seventeen and eighteen grams. They are 

part of the aes grave series struck on the 

Roman reform standard of a bronze to silver 

ratio of 120:1. Thus they must have been 

struck in the third century after the Roman 
sextantal reduction of 268 B.C.29 The above 
coin is a triens according to the Roman 
system. 

Sextans were also struck at Populonia: 

b)30 Head of Hercules right/Anvy~v~ , bow, 
arrow and club, three dots. 


c)3l 


Head of Athena right/owl. 
d)32 


Head of Mercury/ ANVy~AV~ 
caducei. 

These coins weigh between ten and fifteen 
grams and are thus sextans. 

Coins from Populonia dating from after the 
Roman uncial reform of 217 B.C. are known. 
There is one such coin type: 

e)33 (Reformed triens) Hephaestus right, 
value mark: X/ANVvuUvAV’ , hammer 
and tongs.

Thus we see that Populonia used two differ- 
ent metrological systems, the Euboic-Sicilian 
for the silver coinage and the Roman system 
for the bronze coinage. We also see that the 
bronze coinage undergoes the same changes 
and reforms that took place in Rome as the 
Romans tried to adapt their bronze standard 
to coincide with the rural Campanian silver 
standard. As we shall see, a dual metrological 
system is not unusual for the Etruscan cities. 


Vetulonia — 

Gold — No Etruscan gold coins can be 
specifically attributed to Vetulonia. 

Silver — As with the gold coinage, no silver 
coins can be specifically attributed to Vetu- 
lonia. 

Bronze — As with the bronze coinage of 
Populonia, we find that the bronze coinage of 
Vetulonia was struck on the Roman aes grave 
standard. 

Roman Sextantal Reduction Standard, 268- 
217 B.C.34 

Sextans: 

a)35 Head of Hercules in lionskin, some- 
times with legend/trident and dolphins. 
Hercules right/anchor, border of dots. 
c)37 Female head right/blank. 

d)38 Male head right/blank. 

The weight of these coins varies between eight 
and fourteen grams. The sextans is the only 
denomination known from Vetulonia.

Volsinii — 
Gold — The following gold coins from Vol- 
sinii are known: 
a)39 Female head right, inscription/running 
dog, value mark: 5S. er hi 
b)40 Young male head left, value mark: xx/ 
bull crowned by a bird with a wreath in 
its beak, star in field. gr. 4.67 
The mark of value on the coins indicates the 
coin’s worth in silver pieces.4! These coins 
were struck on the same standard as the silver 
pieces from Volsinii (see below). 
Silver — There is one known silver coin 
type from Volsinil: 
a)¢42 Head of Athena wearing Corinthian 
helmet/inscription, lion biting on spear/ 
value mark: 1. 
The coins from Volsinii, like those of Populo- 
nia, are struck on a Euboic-Sicilian standard. 


Volterra — 
Only bronze coins are known from this 


city. They are all aes grave struck on the 
Roman standard. All six Roman denomina- 
tions are known. All coins bear marks of value 
on the reverse in addition to the inscription 
I4OAV332 for Volterra.43 


Uncertain Mints — 

There are numerous coins from uncertain 

Etruscan mints. They are found in all the 
metals: gold, silver, and bronze. 
The gold coins were all struck on the Euboic- 
Sicilian system of one silver litra of .87 
grams.44 All the gold coins bear marks of 
value indicating their exchange value for silver 
litrae. 

The silver coins were struck on two stand- 
ards. The majority of them are of the afore- 
mentioned Euboic-Sicilian system. These 
litra pieces are of two weights: pieces that are 
standard litrae weighing 8.7 grams, and coins 
of half that weight, 4.3 grams. This duality of 
weight indicates that a reduction of the ratio 
of bronze to silver must have taken place.45 
As it turns out, there was a modification of 
the Sicilian standard in 350 B.C. as the Sicil- 
ians converted from didrachmae to tetra- 
drachmae. This conversion, which also 
seems to have taken place in Etruria, amount- 
ed to dividing the standard in two. This from 
350 B.C. the half-litra (using the former 
standard) becomes the standrad of value. As 
such, silver coins weighing 8.7 grams are pre- 
350 B.C. and coins weighing half that much 
are from after that date (providing that the 
mark of value indicates a full litra unit). 

The second standard for Etruscan silver 
coinage was the Roman-Campanian, or Italic, 
standard. The standard silver unit of this sys- 
tem weighs 2.27 grams.47 Again, as with the 
Euboic-Sicilian standard, we find that there is 
a one half devaluation of the coinage, thus 
indicating that both standards were probably 
used contemporaneously, but at different 
cities. 

With the bronze coinage, we find that three 
standards were used. As we have seen, the 
Roman-Campanian system was used on the 
bronze coins of Cosa as well as on some coins 
of uncertain mint. The Roman system was 
used in Volterra as well as in Populonia and 
other places. The third system, which it has 
sometimes been suggested is Etruscan, is used 
on coins bearing the inscriptions 2AN)434 
(Vercnas)48 and A230/31_ (Peithesa) as well 
as On some issues Of uncertain mint. 

The ‘Etruscan ’standard is as follows:49 

100 = 40.80 - 32.00 grams 


50 = 24.78 - 19.10 grams 
30 = 14.04- 13.45 grams 
25 = 11.60 - 10.20 grams 
12%4= £46.40- 5.76 grams 
10 = ? 

5 = 3.58- 2.49 grams 


When all these weights are averaged out, and 
allowance is made for wear, we come up with 
a unit of approximately .5 grams. 


As a rule, the coins made on a Roman 
standard are cast while those made on the 
‘Etruscan’ standard are struck. Head suggests 
that the Etruscan coins are earlier.59 This 
would seem logical. The Roman system was 
probably employed as a replacement for the 
‘Etruscan.’ 


Conclusion — 

Thus we see that the metrology of the 
Etruscan coinage reflects the trade patterns 
and history of the Etruscan people. The 
changing of coin standards and the use of 
foreign systems are an indication of the great 
dependence on trade of the Etruscans. It has 
been suggested5! that the dual standard of 
the Etruscan silver and gold coinage reflects a 
separation between trading and non-trading 
centers. Thus those coins using the foreign 
(Euboic-Sicilian) system would be those cities 
that had trade contact with Hellenized South- 
ern Italy, while those coins using a native 
standard would be cities that did not have 
extensive trading contacts (probably the in- 
ternal, land-locked cities). This theory seems 
logical and is not contradicted by the evi- 
dence. Unfortunately, however, we have not 
enough links between specific coins and the 
cities at which they were minted to prove 
this theory.

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A HOARD OF LATE THIRD CENTURY ANTONINIANI 


Spanning the period 253-305 A.D., these 
antoniniani begin with Salonina, wife of the 
emperor Gallienus, and culminate’ with 
Diocletian. The coins of Carus and Carinus are 
unsilvered VF to EF, while the others — 
Probus, Numerian, Aurelian, Salonina and 
Diocletian — are silvered EF to FDC. By the 
middle of the third century, the antoninianus 
drove out of existence the denarius, the very 
coin it was supposed to save from further 
debasement when originally introduced by 
Caracalla. Easily recognized by the portrait he 
of the emperor with radiate crown or empress upon a crescent, the antoninianus itself ecaee SO 
debased that it at length appeared as a bronze or copper coin. Accepted as such, it also caused the 
gradual disappearance of the sestertius, dupondius and as, and despite Aurelian’s efforts in coinage 
reform, the silver content of the antoninianus remained minimal and the coin continued as a bronze 
piece with, at best, a mere silver wash.

A HOARD OF ANTONINIANI OF VABALATHUS AND AURELIAN 


When Vabalathus, co-ruler of Palmyra with 
his mother Zenobia, enlarged the mint of 
Antioch in 271-272 A.D. at the time of these 
joint-portrait bronzes, he little realized that 
the mint would soon be functioning solely for 
the empire as Aurelian restored the eastern 
provinces to Rome. Usually the portrait of 
Vabalathus is accepted as the obverse since 
the mint marks appear beneath Aurelian’s 
likeness. Obverse mint marks do at times 
occur at Antioch, and although it may be that 
the emperor has the primary place of honor, a 2 SEL 
it is more likely that Aurelian is on the reverse. Vabalaitius was neontedty hoping to er 
amicable relations with the emperor who had designs on the east in his plans to re-establish the Roman 
empire’s borders to their previous lines. The inscription VCRIMDR is uniquely Vabalathus’ and has 
been most generally accepted as reading VIR CLARISSIMVS, REX, IMPERATOR, DVX ROMAN 
ORVM.
